Jefferson, the prc-it apostle of Rrass-root.i 
democracy, was horn 200 years uro. al a time 
when riKhls which are taken for granted to- 
day, everywhere outside the axl-i nations, 
were not even usual prlvllrf-e.'i. 

His statement of those rlnhts In the tlccla- 
ratlon ot Independence, and his .'[iicces-sful 
flBlit lo have them Included ns an appendix 
to the constitution— the bill of rlnhl.s— un- 
questlonnbly were a nuijor factor In their 
s!oi,?n)Ut steady dissemination throughout the 
world. 

The wnr he wa^ed analnst oppression, tyr- 
anny, nnd intolerance, has not been won even 
yet. If It were, wc should not now have to 
fight Germany, Japan and Italy, Perhaps 
none of us living today will be prlvlleRcd to 
sec the human freedoms established safe 
■beyond dangerous encroachment. But nl the, 
cost ol blood, .sweat and tears, we are moving 
another .step toward the Konl. 

We could u.so Jcffcr.son, If we had lilni now. 
We could use hl.s brilliant polemical powers 
to arouse us and keep us wide awake to the 
tremendous bsucs U'lilcliTufrfit stake. This 
Is true not only as to our otten.slvc battle 
ngninst Hitler nnd Hlrolilto. ItJ,s etiually 
true ot our defensive battle aRalnst the dan- 
ger of acquiescing so long In wartime re- 
straints that, when the time come.s. we shall 
not be aggressive enough abc^ut reclaiming 
nil of our suspended rights. 

Jeffcr,son would not be happy In these days 
of multitudinous government "cKar.s," In a 
situation such that regulations of tiucsllon- 
ablc constitutionality are promulented and 
enforced on the theory that It will take the 
courts a long time to overthrow them. 

Probably he would accept the situation, a-i 
wo do, as an evil less to lie feared than axl-s 
victory. When the war ended, however, he 
would be the first to begin demanding from 
the housetops that every .slightest hint of 
domestic totalitarianism be ended forthwith. 

While we are thanking the memory o( Jef- 
ferson for what he did for democracy, we 
can Include his outstanding contributions to 
agriculture. If this nation Is the granary of 
democracy, that Is becau.se Jefferson laid the 
cornerstone of the granary by his Interest In 
scientific farming. 




DONT MENTION IT 

The most obstinate skeptic mu.st be con- 
■ vlnccd by now that the civilian population 
win have to make real ."incrlflccs In this war. 

As lohg as shortages were theorotlcn! nnd 
lutu're— while stores still had retrlgerators. 
sewing machines, radios, electrical equip- 
ment left over from pre-convcrslon day.s. and 
It was possible to buy food and clothing with- 
out restriction— the average American be- 
lieved blindly that some miracle would Kave 
him from genuine sacrifice. 

That foolish faith now Is ended. The strict 
rationing of canned goods, the frequent dis- 
appearance of meats, the freezing of butter 
and fats and now their rationing along with 
meat, are convincing proof that wo must rc- 
ndjust our living habits. 

Tires nrc wearing out; gasoline is getting 
scarcer' In the east; householders shivered 
through the northern winter willi Insul- 
Ilcicnt fuel; It Is almost lmpos.slblc lo get 
help around the house and grounds; durable 
equipment Is gettlnK harder to find. 
War has reached the home front. 
Wc can. II we choase, grouch and groan 
and whine. We can remind ourselves that 
many of the shortages are unnecessary, and 
mutter In our beards about what wc arc going 
to do to thc\lncompetent5 who arc rcspon- 
^ble. \ 

Or, preferably, wc can accept the fact that 
It Is too late, now, to prevent Incompetence 
and lack of vision and political cowardice 
that arc In the past. We can go ahead on the 
assumption that, as ot today, shortages arc 
Inevitable. 

If we choose the latter course, the smart 
one. we can console ourselves that a little 
hardship now nnd then Is good lor the soul. 
There'.! no denying that wc have been gettlnB 
soft. We had come to assume that man can 
not live without many comforts nnd luxuries 
which, outside this country, only the II- 
minclal aristocracy possessed at all. 

We have not become Irreparably soft. Rom- 
mel's Afrlka Korps. the spirits of the Japs 
who used to be on Guadalcanal and at Buna 
and Gona.wlll tcstlfy to-that. Americans still 
can take It when they have to. 

We do not like to go without the good 
things ol life. That Is why we llve in the only 
nation that has been able to provide them 
for almost everybody. But a little beit-tlght- 
cning right now will do us no permanent 
harm. 

So let's forget about the grtplng until the 
war Ifl over. Lcfa take our medicine, and not 
tacntlon It.
